WASHINGTON The government has aban- 
doned the original centerpiece of its 
$700 billion rescue effort for the financial 
system and will not use the money to pur- 
chase troubled bank assets. 

Treasury Secretary Henry Paulson said 
Wednesday that the administration will 
continue to use $250 billion of the pro- 
gram to purchase stock in banks as a way 
to bolster their balance sheets and encour- 
age them to resume more normal lending. 
He also announced that the administra- 
tion was looking at a major expansion of 
the program into the markets that provide 
support for credit card debt, auto loans and 
student loans. 

Paulson said 40 percent of U.S. consumer 
credit is provided through selling securities 
that are backed by pools of auto loans and 
other such debt. He said these markets

need support. 

“This market, which is vital for lending 
and growth, has for all practical purposes 
ground to a halt,” Paulson said. 

The announcement marked a major shift 
for the administration which had talked 
about purchasing only troubled assets as it 


lobbied Congress to pass the massive bail- 
out bill. 

“Our financial system remains fragile 
in the face of an economic downturn 
here and abroad,” Paulson said. “Market 
turmoil will not abate until the biggest 
part of the housing correction is behind 
us. Our primary focus must be recovery 
and repair.” 

The Bush administration already has 
committed $250 billion of the $700 billion 
rescue fund for the purchase of bank stock. 
On Monday, the administration announced 
that it was allocating another $40 billion as 
an investment in troubled insurance giant 
AIG. 

Those decisions leave only $60 billion 
of the initial $350 billion left to allocate. To 
access the second $350 billion, this admin- 
istration or the next will have to make a 
request to Congress for the money

WASHINGTON A federal task force approved 
voluntary guidelines Wednesday for airlines 
and airports dealing with passengers strand- 
ed for hours on the tarmac but produced no 
fixed limit on how long they can be delayed 
before being allowed to leave planes. 

Passengers who had hoped for stronger 
protections were left empty-handed by the 
guidelines. 

“You have to admit that the game is still 
heavily weighted to business as usual,” Kate 
Hanni, a passenger rights advocate, said 
before voting against adoption of the report. 

Task force member Daniel Rutenberg of the 
International Airline Passengers Association 
also expressed disappointment at the lack 
of “time-specific triggers” for allowing pas- 
sengers to return to the gates and appealed 
to Transportation Secretary Mary Peters to 
address the issue. 

Task force chairman Sam Podberesky said 
the department is working separately on a 
rule that will require airlines and airports to 
have contingency plans and include a time 
limit. 

The task force report recommends that: 

» Airlines update passengers delayed on tar- 
macs every 15 minutes even if there is nothing 
new to report. 

» A secure room be provided for passengers 
from diverted overseas flights so they can 
avoid having to go through security checks 
when reboarding an aircraft to their final 
destination. 

» When practical, refreshments and enter- 
tainment should be made available to pas- 
sengers confined aboard aircraft awaiting 
takeoff. 

• Airlines should make reasonable efforts to 
be keep airplane restrooms usable.

What a glorious week and a half it’s been here in Chicago since 
Barack Obama was elected president and the Obama girls got the 
dog my parents would never let me have. 

In terms of citywide jubilation, the only time I can remember 
Chicagoans more ecstatic was when Macy’s announced they’d keep 
selling Frango Mints. 

The city’s good mood began at the Grant Park rally, which 
thousands flocked to for the only chance most of us will ever get to 
mill around for hours and enjoy doing it. “Let’s go stand in that spot! 
And after we get there, let’s go to another spot!” 

My wife even made some cash on election night. She knew she 
couldn’t compete with the Obama T-shirt vendors, but she set 
up a modest table at the corner of Michigan Avenue and Jackson 
Boulevard to sell some sweater vests she’d knitted with Joe Biden’s 
face on them.

As Thursday rolled around, I feared that the euphoria of the 
campaign and the victory might begin to recede into the past, so to 
prolong it I headed to Indiana to do a little more canvassing. Think I 
picked up three additional votes for Obama. 

Upon my return to Chicago, I was delighted to see the 
enthusiasm for the president-elect and our city’s role in his ascent 
hadn’t abated. At least not at the Tribune Tower, where people 
still were lined up at the Tribune Store for commemorative 
copies of Wednesday’s paper, impeding my ability to buy my daily 
commemorative Junior Mints. 

If President-elect Obama accomplishes nothing other than 
rescuing a sagging newspaper industry, I’ll have to consider his 
presidency a success. (Incidentally, don’t forget to buy this Sunday’s 
Tribune; there will be a commemorative Obama pullout section 
featuring full-color photographs of people buying last Sunday’s 
commemorative Obama pullout section.)

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$11 million 
settlements 
in Metra 
derailment 

*05 crash killed 2 women

Metra will pay $n million to settle two wrong- 
fill death lawsuits stemming from a 2005 derail- 
ment, under a settlement approved by a Cook 
County judge Wednesday 

College student Jane Cuthbert, 22, of Oak 
Forest, and research technician Allison Walsh, 
38, of New Lenox, were killed in September 2005 
when a train traveling from Joliet to Chicago 
derailed while changing tracks. 

Investigators with the National Transportation 
Safety Board and Metra concluded that human 
error was the cause of the accident. The train 
was traveling about 70 mph, but signals directed 
the engineer to slow to 10 mph before it got to 
the crossover. 

The train’s engineer, who was fired in 2006, 
later admitted fault. 

More than 80 others were injured in the acci- 
dent, and dozens of lawsuits charging negligence 
were filed. 

At least 35 are pending, according to Corboy 
& Demetrio, the Chicago law firm handling the 
bulk of the cases. 

Trials for both Cuthbert and Walsh’s lawsuits 
had been expected to begin later this year. Their 
deaths were the only two aboard commuter 
trains in Metra’s 25-year history, according to 
Metra spokeswoman Judy Pardonnet. 

“Our heartfelt sympathy goes out to the fam- 
ily of these young women,” she said. “We believe 
this to be a tragic loss.” 

Since the accident, Metra has instituted more 
training and upgraded technology; for example, 
engineers have to undergo more training time 
with simulators, Pardonnet said. 

Cuthbert’s family will receive $6 million and 
Walsh’s family will receive $5 million in the set- 
tlement, in which Metra admits fault. 

Cuthbert was a student at the University of 
Illinois at Chicago and was headed to the down- 
town Chicago campus for a training session for 
volunteers who teach English as a second lan- 
guage. 

Walsh, who worked as a biologic-genetic 
research technician at the Brookfield Zoo, was 
on her way to a make a presentation at a confer- 
ence for the Association of Zoos and Aquariums 
at a Chicago hotel.

More than a year after a judge acquitted 
three men of criminal charges in the 2003 
stampede at E2 nightclub that left 21 peo- 
ple dead, prosecutors on Wednesday dis- 
missed the same charges against the last 
defendant. 

Prosecutors said at a hearing that they 
couldn’t proceed 
with the case 
against Dwain 
Kyles because 

of an appellate 
court’s decision 
to uphold a judge’s 
ruling not to allow 
what they called 
key evidence. 

“Due to the 

appellate court’s ruling, we had insuffi- 
cient evidence to proceed with the crimi- 
nal case against Dwain Kyles,” saidTandra 
Simonton, spokeswoman for the Cook 
County state’s attorney’s office. 

The dismissal brings to a quiet end pros- 
ecutors’ efforts to hold someone criminally 
responsible for the deaths of patrons who 
were trapped and crushed in a stairwell at 
E2. The victims rushed into the passage -

way after someone used pepper spray to 
break up a fight inside the club. 

Kyles, one of the club’s owners, along 
with another owner, the club’s manager 
and a party promoter, were charged with 
involuntary manslaughter. 

Kyles was scheduled to stand trial at the 
same time as the other men, until a judge 
issued the ruling against prosecutors, 
prompting them to delay prosecution to 
file an appeal. 

Judge Dennis Porter ruled that pros- 
ecutors could not introduce as evidence a 
Housing Court order that required E2 to 
close because of code violations. He said 
the order was vague and that no link could 
be made between the decision to disregard 
the order and the deaths. 

A jury was to hear the case against Kyles 
at the same time Porter was to decide 
the fate of the other three. Prosecutors 
appealed the judge’s decision, even as they 


continued with the trial of the others. 

Several weeks later, Porter acquitted 
club owner Calvin Hollins Jr., his son and 
club manager Calvin Hollins III and party 
promoter Marco Flores. In July, an appel- 
late court upheld Porter’s ruling. 

Prosecutors all but acknowledged that 
without the Housing Court order they 
could not proceed, filing at the time of 
Porter’s ruling a “certificate of substantial 
impairment” with the judge. 

On Wednesday, Kyles said he was 
“relieved” that prosecutors had dropped 
the charges. 

“Only in America could this kind of 
result, I think, come after such significant 
media coverage that would suggest that I 
was guilty;” he told reporters outside the 
courtroom. “But my heart really does 
remain broken for the families.” 

The charges never should have been 
brought in the first place because none of 
the defendants broke the law, said Kyles’ 
attorney Tommy Brewer. 

Prosecutors “knew years ago they didn’t 
have a case,” Brewer said.

With gas prices reversing course, even 
Chicagoans without cars will see relief this 
week as the fuel surcharge added to cab 
fares this year is removed Friday 
But for cabdrivers, the falling price of gas 
is a bittersweet break. Some say the loss of 
the surcharge, added in April and tied to 
average gas prices in the area, will aggravate 
the financial stress they are already experi- 
encing in a struggling economy 

On Wednesday, one cabdriver-advocacy 
group announced plans to hold a strike dur- 
ing the holiday season, saying its demands 
to negotiate a fare increase have gone unan- 
swered.

It was so much more 
personal and powerful in us committing to 
one another, and so much less about the 
people around us.” 

The Connecticut Supreme Court ruled 
4-3 on Oct. 10 that same-sex couples 
have the right to wed rather than accept 
a 2005 civil union law designed to give 
them the same rights as married couples. 
A lower-court judge entered a final order 
permitting same-sex marriage Wednesday 
morning.

Common goal 


After earlier turmoil, Fire’s 
Conde key to team’s success

Fire players swarmed the northwest corner of the 
Toyota Park field immediately after the team took 
a 2-0 lead against the New England Revolution in 
last Thursday’s playoff game. 

Bakary Soumare covered much of the group with 
his long, outstretched arms, Cuauhtemoc Blanco 
attempted to climb onto Soumare’s back, and a fan 
attempting to join the celebration was chased away 
by security 

In the center of the pile was the goal scorer, 
Wilman Conde— the unlikeliest of heroes. 

On a sunny Florida afternoon in February, Conde 
watched from the sideline as his team faced Toronto 
FC in a preseason match. He sat on a water cooler, 
apart from his teammates. He said little during the 
match, and little was said to him. 

Four days earlier, Conde had sent an e-mail to 
reporters stating he wanted to be traded to the New 
^ork Red Bulls. Conde wrote that he wanted to be 
reunited with ex-Fire coach Juan Carlos Osorio, who 
left the Fire to coach the Red Bulls in December. 

The Fire refused to budge, and Conde remained 
with the team he said he wanted to leave. 

Conde began the 2008 season as a substitute 
after establishing himself as one of the league’s best 
defenders at the end of the 2007 season. Although 
Fire coach Denis Hamlett claimed otherwise, 
Conde believes the benching was punishment for 
his public trade request. 

“That’s the only way to look at it,” Conde said. “I 
always wanted to play, but they wanted to show me 
that what I did was wrong.” 

His relationship with teammates deteriorated 
during the season. According to several players, 
Conde frequently made himself out to be the vic- 
tim and complained to anyone who would listen, 
prompting teammates to question how much they 


could count on him. 

“Everyone was pretty disappointed with him,” 
fellow defender Gonzalo Segares said. “Even I lost 
my confidence in him.” 

Things hit a boiling point in late June. Conde 
and Blanco came to blows in the locker room and 
needed to be separated. 

“It was a small misunderstanding,” Conde said. “I 
wasn’t playing, I had a thousand things in my head, 
and some words were said. Blanco is a great friend 
of mine— it was no big deal.” 

Segares believes the incident may have helped 
clear the air. 

“Sometimes we joke around, and for some guys 
it’s not the best day to joke,” Segares said. “That’s 
probably what it was. 

Conde has been a starter with the Fire since July 
and has helped lead a dominant defense that allowed 
the second fewest goals in Major League Soccer. 
The Fire faces the Columbus Crew in Thursday’s 
Eastern Conference final, and Conde hopes the sea- 
son ends with an MLS Cup title for the team. 

What happens after that is anyone’s guess. 

Conde has two years left on a contract that pays 
him $163,500 per season. He hasn’t ruled out a return 
to the Fire and said he will sit down with Fire techni- 
cal director Frank Klopas after the season. Klopas 
has repeatedly said he would like Conde to return. 

Conde said there were offers to return to 
Colombia in the middle of this season but the Fire 
wouldn’t let him go. He hopes the organization will 
allow him to leave if there are offers from Mexico 
or Europe in the off-season. 

‘A soccer player’s career is short,” Conde said. 
“I’m in the prime of my career and need to take 
advantage of it as long as I can.” 

It’s unclear if all his teammates feel the same way 
Conde says he respects every one of his teammates’ 
views regardless of where they stand with him. 

“If they were for me, against me or neutral, it 
didn’t matter,” Conde said. “We’re a family, and it 
showed against New England.”

Manager of the "Year on Wednesday; his successor at Tampa 
Bay, Joe Maddon, won the AL award. 

Piniella led the NL Central champion Cubs to the 
league’s best record and beat out Charlie Manuel of the 
World Series champion Philadelphia Phillies to earn his 
third Manager of the "Year award and first in the NL. 

“Pm thrilled and I’m honored. I know there were a lot of

This time, he got 15 of 32 first-place votes and totaled

A mere cosmo or cranberry-vodka won’t demonstrate the 
proper reverence to this tart Thanksgiving staple; however, 
the Cranberry Pisco Sour ($10) at Sepia (123 N. Jefferson St. 
312-441-1920) definitely does the job. Cranberry and orange- 
infused pisco and lime juice lend a satisfying pucker, while a 
foamy egg white crown dotted with artfully placed drops of 
Fee Brothers’ bitters tops it off.

Their eats: Four-month-old pan- 
Asian noodle, rice and sushi 
restaurant Hot Woks Cool Sushi 
might just help put the Old Irving 
neighborhood on the city’s dining 
map. Neighborhood folks already 
have discovered this newcomer, 
located right off the Pulaski/Irving 
Park Road exit on the Kennedy 
Expressway, and word is clearly 
getting out— the dining room fills 
quickly, especially on weekends. 

Co-owner Lois Lee (her co-part- 
ner and chef is Woranat “Noom” 
Wathakeyanon, who used to work 
at Sushi Wabi and Lincoln Square’s 
Tank) says the restaurant’s logo, 
a yin and yang symbol “twisted 
and put in a box,” exemplifies 
the traditional yet slightly uncon- 
ventional feel they aim to create. 

The restaurant, housed in a remod- 
eled, two-story single-family home, 
boasts modern Asian decor and clean 
lines. “We’re like Pottery Barn gone 
Asian,” Lee says. 

On the menu, you’ll find typical 
Thai, Chinese and Japanese noodle 
and rice dishes, as well as custom- 
ary maki and nigiri. There also are 


a few surprises, including “untradi- 
tional egg rolls” stuffed with sausage 
($3.95), and Fukudome maki, a 
jumbo roll filled with shrimp tem- 
pura, mayo, masago, avocado, chili 
sauce, cream cheese and scallions 
with tempura crumbs on the outside 
and wasabi mayo and sweet soy on 
top ($13.95). 

Your drinks: There aren’t many 
options within walking distance of 
the restaurant, so plan ahead and 
pick up a bottle at Wine Discount 
Center (1826 N. Elston Ave. 773-489- 
3454) before you go. 

Lee says she likes to pair a crisp 
Kim Crawford Sauvignon Blanc 
with the wok dishes, and the Wine 
Discount Center sells the 2008 vin- 
tage for a bargain $12.99. 

Wine Discount manager Mike 
Baker suggests sparkling wine with 
sushi, especially if you like a lot 
of hot wasabi. He sells a bottle of 
Mumm Carte Classique Champagne 
non-vintage brut at what he claims 
is the lowest price in the country: 
$19.99.

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For Color Radio, it’s all about live performances

Color Radio knows how to succeed as an 
independent band in Chicago. 

Beyond tirelessly promoting themselves, 
the band members carefully craft their 
music to fit a turbulent music business. 

“We realize in this age, it’s really all 
about the live performance,” pianist Tohm 
Ifergan said. “So we really made sure every 
song we write comes out really clean on 
stage.” 

In the studio, where Color Radio spent most of the summer, 
the band worked extensively with producer Brian Zieske (The 
Academy Is, The Hush Sound) to craft songs that would work well 
on stage. 

The product is “Feeling Like You Used To,” the group’s second 


EP and a representation of Color Radio’s indie-minded attitude. 

“For local bands, it doesn’t make sense to go out and record a 
full-length album and expect people to pay $10. We decided we’re 
going to focus on writing and releasing singles and EPs through this 
year and the next,” Ifergan said. 

Music-wise, Color Radio picks up comparisons to Coldplay, 
Travis and Radiohead due to their melodic instrumentals and vocal- 
ist Johnathon Ifergan’s Brit-pop influences. But what sets them 
apart is their attention to dynamics. 

“Music today tends to be kind of flat, and all the levels are pushed 
up really loud like a TV commercial. We didn’t want that. We want- 
ed something like a live show,” Tohm Ifergan said. “With varying 
dynamics, music feels more like a journey”

“James Bond walks into a room wearing a 
sling” sounds like the beginning of a joke. 

Yet during a recent interview with RedEye, 
James Bond— Daniel Craig— did walk into 
the room with his right arm in a sling. The 
international spy may be invincible, but the 
guy playing him isn’t. 

“I had to have shoulder reconstruction,” 
Craig said. “I think it’s an old injury, but two 
Bond movies over the past three years have 
not helped.” 

Bond hasn’t lost a step in the new film, 
which opens Friday, “Quantum of Solace,” 
a sequel of sorts that takes place right after 
the end of “Casino Royale.” In “Quantum,” 
007 strives to avenge the death of his beloved 
Vesper Lynd (Eva Green) while teaming 
up with a mysterious Bolivian babe (Olga 
Kurylenko). He pursues Dominic Greene 
(Mathieu Almaric), an environmental bandit 
pretending to be a noted conservationist, 
who plans to overthrow the Bolivian govern- 
ment. 

During the interview at the Trump 
International Hotel, Craig talked about 
superstardom, the difficulty of getting in 
shape to play Bond and how 007 would 
fare against Jason Bourne. 


Nice sling. Who’d you have to kill on 
your way here?

invariably, he’ll be on holiday and something 
else will happen. I’m kind of waiting for the 
holiday at the moment. 


Doesn’t Bond ever wear something casual? 

He wears suits even when he knows he’ll be in 
action. 

I don’t think he ever knows he’s going to 
do action things. I think he dresses for the 
day, and he dresses as perfectly as he can, 
and if something happens, it happens. He 
doesn’t think, “Well, I won’t wear that today 
I might get shot.” I don’t think that actually 
goes through his head. “I don’t want to ruin 
that suit. I like that suit.” 


How much of a pain is it to get in shape for the 
role? 

It’s a pain in the ass, I can’t tell you. I {blee- 
pin’] hate it. There’s two things. One is the 
narcissism attached to it, which I think the 
character is like that. I think he likes being 
fit. But the other one is I want to do as many 
of the stunts as I can, and the only way I can 
do that is to keep myself as fit as I possibly 
can. Because if I do get an injury, I’ll recover 
quicker. It sounds like I really think about 
it all the time, but I don’t. I just think: 
OK, go to the gym, rehearse, work. 
Go to the gym, rehearse, work. 


What is James Bond fighting for, as 
the world changes? 

Let’s boil it down to what it is. It’s 
about {the fact that] there’s some- 
one, somewhere out there— the 
bad guys — and I go out 
and get them. It’s no 
more or less than 
that.

What’s missing 

“Quantum of Solace” is the first direct sequel 
in the James Bond series. Star Daniel Craig told 
RedEye that since the storyline that started in 
“Casino Royale” is now complete, the series 
may return to some of its tropes from past 
Bond films.

Bond’s boss, M (Judi Dench), has plenty of 
screen time in “Quantum,” but she must be 
doing her own filing these days. There’s no sign 
of filmdom’s most famous secretary. 

“With ‘Casino Royale,’ Moneypenny and 
Q weren’t in the [Ian Fleming] novel, so they 
weren’t in the movie,” Broccoli said. “And 
‘Quantum’ is a continuation. When the story 
dictates the need to introduce those characters, 
we will.”

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On the road 


Indie filmmakers take 
projects directly to 
audiences— by van

What is a 24-year-old who has made a self- 
financed college buddy movie without a dis- 
tribution deal to do to get his movie seen? 

For Todd Sklar, the answer is simple: 
Take it to the people. 

Sklar and three other filmmakers are 
crisscrossing the country by van in an 
effort to drum up populist support for their 
movies. The Range Life Entertainment 
tour comes to the Gene Siskel Film Center 
beginning Thursday 

Sklar’s film, “Box Elder,” revolves around 
the day-to-day travails of four college 
roommates, heavily concerned with beer, 
women and sandwiches. 

“When I started, I wanted to make 
these serious, complex films, but then I 
realized I wasn’t good at that, so I went 
back to comedy” Sklar, from Chicago, told 
RedEye this week. “This is a total enjoy- 
your-youth type picture.” 

Financed on-the-cheap with credit cards 
and starring his friends from an improv 
comedy troupe, “Box Elder” is one of four 
movies on the Range Life Entertainment 
Tour. 

The other filmmakers on the tour— and 
their projects— are Christopher Jaymes 
and “In Memory of My Father,” about a 
dying movie magnate; Robert Byington 
and “RSO,” a black comedy about a 
registered sex offender; and JJ Lask and 
“On the Road with Judas.” 

“I took the film to Sundance,” Lask said, 
“and was shocked to find that every movie 
was made for about $3 million. Ours was 
under $300,000.” 

Lask adapted “On the Road with Judas” 
from his own book, transforming it into 
a meta-narrative in the style of Michael 
Gondry or Charlie Kaufman films (think 
‘Adaptation” or “Eternal Sunshine of the 
Spotless Mind”). In it, characters from the 



book are interviewed alongside their real- 
life counterparts in a fictional setting. 

“It’s kind of like if you had Julia Roberts 
sitting beside Erin Brockovich sitting 
beside Steven Soderbergh,” Lask said. 

The tour will bring the films, filmmakers 
and actors to 27 major cities and college 
campuses in a do-it-yourself marketing 
campaign that may become the wave of 
the future for independent filmmakers. 

“Rather than just having a movie play 
in New York and L. A. and then disappear, 
it’s a way to actually connect with the 
audience you’re trying to target,” Sklar 
said. “Whenever I see bands play, I find 
one of the coolest things is just hanging 
out in the bar afterward. That’s something 
we wanted to replicate. 


Lask said the current method of 
distributing independent films isn’t 
working. 

“Filmmakers don’t make money, 
producers don’t make money, and no one 
sees the movies,” he said. “So we’ve got to 
find another way, and it’s people like Todd, 
who have the energy and are willing to do 
the hard work that will succeed.” 

Sklar said the group has found a great 
deal more success taking the films from 
city to city by van than had they sat around 
waiting for a distribution deal. 

“The reaction has been incredible,” he 
said. “I’m just hoping to do well enough 
that I have a chance to make another 
movie at some point, but I’m having so 
much fun right now.”

Bright economic spot: 
Air, hotel prices drop

With the economy in distress, there might be 
no cheaper time to travel than this winter as 
a sharp drop in demand forces airlines, hotels 
and cruise companies to slash fares, cut rates 
and lower fees. 

In what might be a silver lining during a 
season of economic angst, travelers are find- 
ing some of the best deals in recent memory, 
from half-priced resorts to rock-bottom air- 
fares. 

“These are glorious times for travelers 
who have a job and the money,” said Chris 
McGinnis, a travel consultant. 

For air travelers, planes still figure to be 
crowded because airlines have been cutting 
flights to slash costs and keep fares high. But 
empty seats are starting to crop up, and that’s 
alarming carriers. To fill planes, airlines are 
going to have to clip fares, analysts said. 

“From now until March 15, there could be 


some really unprecedented bargains,” said Joe 
Brancatelli, a business travel consultant who 
runs the Web site joesentme.com. 

More airfare sales are expected this week. 

McGinnis, who also writes a travel blog at 
the Web site youmustbetrippin.com, said this 
winter could turn out to be a “golden age for 
travel.” With fewer flights, more planes are 
getting to their destinations on time, accord- 
ing to the site flightstats.com, which tracks 
airline performance. 

Farecast.live.com, a travel Web site that 
tries to predict the direction of airfares, said 
travelers who wait are finding better deals. 
A recent check of airfares found that plane 
tickets for the Thanksgiving and Christmas 
holidays had fallen below last year’s levels. 

“This is a dramatic change from August 
and September, when fares were more than 
30 percent above last year,” said Nick Leahy, 
a spokesman for the Web site.

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Register fingerprints, 
skip passport lines

For $100 and a copy of your fingerprints, 

U.S. citizens flying from abroad into O’Hare 
can skip passport-checking lines and proceed 
almost directly to baggage claim. 

The Global Entry program, unveiled at 
O’Hare last month by U.S. Customs and 
Border Protection, is designed to let travelers 
get through the airport faster but also affords 
a benefit for the Department of Homeland 
Security: It makes it easier to track who is coming 
into the country 

Global Entry has been rolled out this year at seven 
of the nation’s busiest airports and will expand to 20 
within a year. The nearly 5,000 people who have enrolled 
nationally are able to pass through security at automated 
kiosks instead of waiting in line to have their passports 
stamped. The process at the kiosk takes about a minute 
and involves having your photo taken, letting both index 
fingers be read on a scanner and answering a few questions 
on a computer screen. Passports are not stamped for 
people in Global Entry and customs declarations are done 
on the kiosk screen. 


Only travelers deemed “low risk” are 
eligible, he said, and must undergo background 
checks. Any criminal conviction— even 
misdemeanors— is grounds for rejection. The 
$100 fee is good for five years. 

In the first month of the program at O’Hare, 
more than 50 people have used the kiosks 
stamped with the Department of Homeland 
Security logo. 

Paul Sevin, 50, drove five hours from his 
home in the Detroit suburbs to enroll in 
Global Entry at O’Hare last month. The engineer said he 
flies internationally about 30 times a year. When flying 
home, he usually has had to schedule a three- or four-hour 
layover in another American city to have enough time to 
pass through customs. He figures he can stop that now. 

“This is the program of my dreams,” he said. 

Customs officials acknowledged that some people 
might be wary of leaving their fingerprints on file with 
the government, but Sevin said he didn’t mind. 

“I have nothing to fear,” he said. “The only people who 
do either have issues with their background or with their 
government. I don’t fear my government— yet.”

He’s back— and

Anthony Edwards left “ER” six years ago, but he still gets recognized 
as Dr. Mark Greene. 

“There isn't a day where some little old lady doesn't stop me {and

Lance Armstrong was in his best shape ever 
when he was diagnosed with testicular cancer at the age 
of 25.

“My dad, for I 
think fairly obvious reasons, couldn’t be there at 
the marathon. I would have loved him to 
be there, but Michael really was a kind 
of surrogate for that for me, and to just 
high-five him and have that moment 
really carried me through.” 

With a heart that big, who can 
blame Reynolds for gabbing so 
much about the race? Here’s a 
look back at some of his com- 
ments leading up to and after 
the big day. 


THE BEGINNING 

» In September, 
Reynolds released 
a statement that he 
would be running for 
Team Fox. “I am proud 
to be a part of this 
team of dedicated 
and motivated people 
who are getting out 
there and making a 
difference” 

THE FINISH 

» Reynolds finished 
the NYC marathon 
in 3 hours and 50 
minutes-andthen 
talked to reporters, 
including People.

“It was an incredible 
experience.” He 
said Fox was an 
inspiration. “When I 
saw Michael J. Fox on 
Fifth Avenue, I gained 
about 15 pounds in 
goose bumps. ...

» In October, Reynolds wrote an open letter to The 
Huffington Post, humorously pointing out his lack 
qualifications. “I am not a runner,” he wrote. “I am a running 
joke.” He said he was amazed by the sight of marathoners 
coming in to finish with bleeding nipples. 

» He joked later in the month to People magazine about his 
lack of preparation. “I would sooner be prime minister of the 
moon than run another marathon,” Reynolds say. “I ve been 
really lucky. I didn’t have any toenails fall off or anything 
disgusting like that. I still have all three nipples.” 
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THE AFTERPARTY 

» Reynolds popped in on Rachael Ray’s syndicated cooking 
and talk show Wednesday-with surprise guest Fox (above), 
who gave him some marriage advice. “Just remember this,” 
Fox said, according to people.com excerpts. “If a man says 
something in the forest and his wife isn’t there to hear him, 
he’s still wrong.”
